As Goh explained, although, there are SeVeral 
religious classes for the students to _ choose from,， such as Ts- 
lam,， Buddhism，Catholicism and Protestantism;, most Chinese 
select none. To avoid having the country turn into“a nation 
af thieves,”as Prime Minister Lee 必 uang Yew Said, Singapore 
has turned to Confucius for help. 

The second news item is that a descendent of Confucius 
will come to San Francisco to officiate a religious ritual to 
honor the sage at the Golden Gate Park in August 28 at 10 
am. Hundreds of dancers and participants will come 位 om 
Taiwan to celebrate the ritual. Governor Brown, who we had 
thought was a follower of Lao Izu and Taoism, has prTomised 
his Chinatown Supporters that he, too,， will show up andpay 
homasge to the sage. 

No one would challenge the_ achievements of Confucius 
during his _ time and the influence of Confucianism 也 
China and East Asia since his passing. Confucianismibecame 
controversial after the turn of .this _ century when Immany 
blamed the teachings of Confucius for holding bacKk' progress 
and supporting a declining imperial dynasty. But was Confuc- 
ius to blame for others: interpretation or misinterpretation of 
his teachings? Should his teachings be totally ignored 
simply because they have been politically controversial' 

Therefore we are glad to see. the Singaporeans 和 appProach 
the subject in a_ serious and academic manner， Confucianism | 
indeed should be studied and re-examined free of political 
overtones. In the Chinese American comimunity, we can hold 
seminars and forums on the teachings of Confucius and other 
Chinese philosophers. When the group of Chinese American 
scholars_ return from Singapore，we can also _ benefit from 
their views and findings，Maybe we, too, should urge OUT 
school system to adopt some aspects of the Confucian teach- 
ings. 

We advocate such studies through discussions，lectures， 
and seminars Which beats spending thousands of dollars to 
stage asSong and dance routine at the park.

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China Hand Sydney Rittenberg 
Discusses Changes in China 


ByPAULJUSTI 

SAN ERANCISCO 一 Sidney 
Rittenberg，a well-respected 
American expert on China, paid a 
visit to the Bay Area recently ， 
lecturing at the Herbst Theater 
and speaking with 天 cst/VYest. 

Rittenberg，who studied Man- 
darin in the Army and was 
assigned to China in WWII，has 
spent over 35 years in China,， 16 of 
these years behind bars in Chinese 
prisons， During the later part of 
Chinas civil war period，Ritten- 
berg worked in Yenan with the 
Communists， His Work “was 
primarily “polishing” the Eng- 
lish texts to be read over the small 


radio station Operated by the 


Communists in Yenan， Des- 
cribing his work as “building 


bridges he noted that he had 虹 


tried to _ improve communication 
between the US and Chinese 
Communist leaders， but ex- 
plained that because the US was 
actively supporting Chiang 开 ai- 
shek, very little was accompjlished. 
CONEFESSION 

In 1949,，the Soviet Union 
accused Rittenberg of being a spy 
for the US and convinced the 
Chinese to arrest him. He was 
Subsequently arrested -by the 
Chinese People's Revolutionary 
Committee and imprisoned， 
spending the ”next Ss 这 years 记 
solitary confinement. 

“In that system of justice，they 
tell you that they know all about 
your crimes, The only thing they 
don't know is what attitude you 
will take. This you demonstrate by 
your confession, ”Rittenberg said: 

Because he was innocent，Rit- 
tenberg refused' to submit a con- 
fession,， although at one point，he 
considered .making a fajse- con- 
fession，in the hope of getting 
more lenient treatment， “That 


-complete lie;

lasted about 20 minutes, though. I 
went to the interrogator and told 
him I wanted to confess and he 
asked me 让 it was really true, I 
looked at him and said，No, its a 
and burst into 
tears,” Rittenberg said, : 

After one and a half years，the 
Prison authorities confessed to him 
that they had nothing to sub- 
stantiate the charges against him， 
but nonetheless kept him in prison 
unti 1955. Stalin had wanted to 
cut all ties between the US and 
China and that this may have 
been the reason he remained in 
jail，Rittenberg speculated.“Stal- 
in always suspected the Chinese of 
being in cahoots with the Ameri- 
can government, he noted. 


GRIM 
Although his first imprisonment 
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was deeply traumatic，Rittenberg 
harbored no resentment against 
the Chinese people. After his 1955 
release，with full apologies from 


:the _ authorities， he resumed his 


Work and once again became a 
trusted foreign adviser to _ the 


governIment. 


He worked for several more 
years，until during the Cultural 


4 Revolution he was accused again 


of being a US_ spy.“The second 


-timeI was iD prison, it was much 


more grim. 了 Physically and men- 
tally, I_ was under much more 
Pressure,”he told 天 /W，He suf- 
fered very little physical abuse， 
but was subjected to “mental 
torture,”

Rittenberg was not allowed to 
speak with anyone or make any 
Sound, or even turn over in bed at 
Dight. “When you :were being 
interrogated, Sometimes morning， 
afternoon and night，you would 
just begin to drop off to sleep and 
they Would wake you up again,” 
hesaid, adding that he was under 
24-hour _ surveillance through a 
peephole in his cell door. “Again I 
thought of concocting a story，bnut

cating other people,”he said. 
Better prepared mentally for his 
Second incarceration， 了 Ritten- 
berg dedicated himself to con-

his cell meticulously clean and 
eating every bit of food given him， 


to show his appreciation for the- 


efftorts of those who produced the 
food, He also resisted the attempts 
of his interrogators to provoke 
hostile outbursts by him .

His approach paid offt， as 
guards secretly told him that they 
did not think he could be an 
enemy -of the Chinese Ple. 
Rittenberg was thrilled he 
had been able to make the 人 
think for themselves and form 
their own opinions about him， 
based on his behavior and not on 
what the authorities had told 
them ， 

Rittenberg was freed in 1977 


and spent .two more years in 


China，working and travelling， 
and getting back his voice that he 
lost after his 10 years in solitary 
confinement, He ljooks at the time 


he was imprisoned in a Positive ， 


light， saying 站 heljped him to 
Tealize- that whatever one's 
material ”circumstances， 让 is 
Possibjle to create the conditions of 
freedom. He also concluded that 


”death and hardship are facts of 


life, and that people can never be 
truly free 让 they live in fear of 
them . 

Rittenberg spoke of the role of 
foreign advisers in China，who

“The Chinese have always had 
a certain fear of foreigners， Theyre 
Objects that you cant really 
handle wel， but that you can't do 
Without， "he said. 

During his time 记 China，Rit-- 
tenberg often workedq with Mao 
Zedong and Zhou En-lai'， He des- 
cribed Mao as an original and 
creative thinker，yet one deeply

farther and farther away from 过 
and became more and more 
dogmatic.It was this deterioration 
that ultimately led to the anarchy 
of the Cultural Revolution,” 
Rittenberg told 五 /W. 

Rittenberg's feelings Were less 
mixed about Zhou En-lai.“Zhou 
Was instinctively a democratic 
person and treated everyone on an 
equal plane， He was disgusted by 
flattery， He was very business= 
like，a good organizer， and a 
warrm person. He never developed 
his own philosophy or his own 
Program，He always considered 
himseljf Mao's chief of staff,”Rit- 
tenberg recalled， 

“He was one of the most en- 
-of the 
Cultural Revolution，about the 
great freedom to criticize, and the 
wall posters...But he felt hurt 
and qisappointed by the direction: 
events went and the demogogery 


.and the Power-grasping.” 


“HOLOCAUST” 

Rittenberg noted that when 
Mao died，people felt that China 
had lost its great leader and there 
Was _ concern for the- future，but 
that when Zhou died “people felt 
that they hadq lost a member of 
their family: It was a very 
Personal grief and totally uncon- 
trollable. ”He added that the 
downfall of the Cang of Four 
came about partially because they 
tried to stifle the public's grief over 
Zhous death， “They got“ 训 
between the people and :their 
mourning for Zhou 了 n-lai，and .
